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COMMERCE LAW MEN 
REPORT ON EFFORTS 
TO GET LEGISLATION 


NARRAGANSET PIER, R. L—Edwin 
A. Krauthoff of Kansas City, Mo., as 
chairman of the legislative committee 
of the Commercial Law League of Am- 
erica today read the annual report of 
that committee at the sixteenth annual 
convention here. Mr. Krauthoff called 
attention to the part taken by the league 
in the formulation of legislation. Con- 
siderable attention was paid to uniform 
atate Jaws, and special attention was 
given to the laws regulating negotiable 
instruments, bills of lading, warehouse 
receipts, sales of goods, and the uniform 
corporation Iaw on which the national 
conference of commissioners on uniform 
state laws is working. 

Attention was alao directed to the fact 
that as a class lawyers do not spend 
sufficient time in the study of legisla- 
tion. It has become somewhat fashion- 
able in the legal profession to ignore 
the statutory law and to spend more 
time in studying the common law, The 
committee was of the opinion that 
lawyers should become more experienced 
in the technique of legislation as well 
as the existing state of the statutory 
law on any given subject. 

In adopting the bulk sales law and 
in having its validity upheld by the 
courts, the National Association of 
Credit Men has been aided from time 
to time by the members of the league. 
The progress of labor legislation has 
been much enhanced by the contribu- 
tions of the members of the league, 

In an address on “The Business Law- 
yer,” F. H. McAdow of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Credit Men, made a plea for the estab- 
lishment of a department in commercial 
law schools calculated to afford law stu- 
fients some idea of modern business re- 
quirements. 

President Deutsch in his report Mon- 
day said that he had made a trip to 
Washington to oppose certain amend- 
ments to the bankruptcy law in pur- 
suance of a policy to cater to the legiti- 
mate desires and needs of the members. 
The information bureau bids fair to be- 
come one of the most important activ- 
ities. The need is for better aequaintance 
with its aims and objects by the mem- 
bers and attorneys seeking positions or 
desiring men to fill them. 

Mr. Deutsch proposed that the name 
of the league be changed to the Ameri- 
can Commercial Law Association, and 
thought the permanency and usefulness 
of the organization would be enhanced 
by increasing the dues to $10. He advo- 
cated the creation of the office of “editor 
of the Bulletin,” explaining that Secre- 
tary Kreamer already has enough to do, 
and believed the next convention should 
be held at a large city, instead of a 
summer resort. 

There has been a net increase o 
members in the past vear. 
~ He proposed adding to the monthly 
bulletin a digest of tmportant decisions 
covering questions of interest to the 
mmercial lawyer and urged the organ- 
ization and appointment of committees 
to confer with a similar committee to be 
requested from the Credit Men’s Asso- 
ciation on questions of interest between 
the two organizations, and with a like 
committee of the American Bar Associa- 
tion.

FLIGHTS MAY BE RUN 
OFF IN SUCCESSION 


NEW YORK—After studying condi- 
tions of the proposed aeroplane flight 
between New York and St. Louis for a 


purse of $30,000 offered by the New 
York World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
the general opinion among aviators is 
that most aeronauts would 
to compete first in the New York Times- 
Chicago Evening Post $25,000 aeroplane 
race, starting from Chicago for New 
York on Oct. 8, and then enter the in- 
ternational aviation meet to be held at 
Garden City from Oct, 15 to 23, and 
then challenge for the World flight, which 
calls for the accomplishment of the 
distance between New York and St, 
Louis, in either direction, in 100 con- 
secutive hours. 

Gage FE. Tarbell, general manager of 
the/international meet, said: 


“l am delighted to sea the inereased 
inter@st. It all indicates that the sport 
is developing much more rapidly than 
the use of even automobiles or tele- 
phones, The Times-Poat race, coming 
just before the international aviation 
meet at Garden City, will wonderfully 
stimulate interest throughout the world 
in aviation, and then I hope the World 
prize will be won by some aviator im- 
mediately after the international tour- 
nament.” 

The New York Times announces that 
it has received seven formal entries for 
the Chicago, New York aeroplane race to 
start from Chicago on Oct. 8 next, and to 
be completed within seven days. The 
entrants are J. Olieslagers of Belgium,

Standstill in All Traffic 
Is Reported From Toronto 


TORONTO, Ont.—Both freight and 
passenger traffic on the Grand Trunk 
railway system was at aimost a com- 
plete standstill today. Following last 
night’s walkout of the conductors and 
trdinmen of the system only a few mail 
trains are being moved. The union of- 
ficials insist that the company will be 
compelled to give in within a short 
time. This is denied by the railroad of- 
ficials, who declare experienced non- 
union men are being brought to the ter- 
minals and that traffic will soon be re- 
sumed. | 

The system affected is officially known 
as the Grand Trunk Railway Company 
of Canada, home office London, Eng., hay- 
ing a total mileage of 4745.50 miles 
{exclusive of the Grand Trunk Pacific). 
Yardmen, trainmen, baggagemen and 
conductors are on strike, demanding the 
standard wage scale now in effect on 
eastern railroads in the United States 
known as the “B. & O. scale.”

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LONDON TONEW YORK 
TELEPHONE GABLE IS 
EXPECTED SHORTLY 


NEW YORK—The Times today prints 
the following special cablegram from 
London: 

Telephonie communication between 
London and New York may be looked for 


before long if a new submarine cable :e- 
cently laid across the English channel by 
the British postoflice answers expecta- 
tions, 

The cable, which extends from Dover 
to Cape Gris Nez, is the first of its kind 
laid in tidal waters. The tests so far 
,made have given very satisfactory re- 
sults. The efficiency of the new cable; 
for telephonic communication has been 
increased more than three times by the | 
insertion of loading coils in the cable at 
intervals of one knot. The coils reduce 
the distortion of the current impulses 
which correspond to the spoken sounis, 
and so render tue speech more distinct. 

The new cross-channel cable will he 
opened for publie use between London 
and Paris as soon as the French gov- 
ernment has completed the connecting 
land lines. 

The cable has been laid partly for 
purposes of experiment, the object be- 
ing to determine the limits of possible 
improvement by the of the new 
type, with a view to its application to 
communication between places which 
have hitherto been beyond telephonic 
range. 

The tests made lead to the belief that 
t will revolutionize telephonic communi- 
cation between England and the conti- 
nent of Europe, afl, as improvements 
are effected, will bring spoken communi- 
cation between London and New York 
Within the bounds of possibility. 

sit present the only continental coun- 
try besides France in telephonic commu- 
nication with England is Belgium, but 
experiments in conversation between 
London and Amsterdam, Berlin and other 
continental cities are to be made with 
the new cable, and, in view of the sue- 
cess of the tests already made, such ex- 
tensions of the service are confidently 
expected.

Then I 
realized that I must at least pretend to 
study in order to get through the Con- 
servatoire. So I studied, but all the 
time I worked out my own little schemes, 
and whenever we were taught anything 
I made a note as to whether I consid- 
ered it right or wrong. Don’t imagine 
for a moment that I told any one of this. 
I kept it all to myself. Until I could 
give proof of my ideas I did not care to 
talk of them. 

“Finally, as I left the Conservatoire I 
won the Prix de Rome.” [The greatest 
honor that can come to a young musical 
student.] “So I went to Rome. In the 
beginning I was bored, then gradually I 
began to work, and finally got along 
quite well. Then I returned to France 
and didn’t know exactly what to go with 
myself, until I came across ‘Pelleas et 
Melisande.”” Since then you know what 
I have done. 

“IT never go to hear my own work. 
The interpretation is always so dif- 
ferent from what I mean it to be; not 
in the singers, but in the general in- 
terpretation. How many persons really 
understand music? Most people’ are 
fond of some form of it. How many as- 
sociate music with ideas? While the 
dramatist’s words may not always reach 
the spectator’s heart they at least reach 
his brain, and thus the dramatist 
stands a much greater chance’ of being 
understood than the musician, who has 
to work with what is an unknown quan- 
tity to most of the audience. 

“In the second place, the dramatist 
makes his words felt directly. He does 
not have to have a third person inter- 
pret them. A composer's works have 
to pass through a conductor. If the 
conductor is at all good, even though 
he may try to render the composer's 
idea, he will put in his own interpreta. 
tion and the moment he does that the 
composer is already in the background.

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HAMPDEN AALROAD 
TO JOIN SPRINGFIELD 
AND ADJACENT LINED 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. -- The long-ex- 
pected connection of this city directly 
with the Central Massachusetts and 
railroads which cross the vicinity of 
Bondville appears now to %e in a fair 
way of realization. 

An agreemert of association among a 
number of men of enterprise and capital 
resident hereabouts has been made to 
form a railroad corporation to be known 
us the “Hampden Railroad Corporation,” 
to build a line between Springfleld and 
Holyoke on the west and a point near 
Bondville on the east, 

The men named as directora of the 
proposed corporation and railroad are 
Ralph D. Gillett, Archie D. Robinson 
and Henry W.. Ely of Westfleld, Arthur 
W. Eaton of Pittsfield, Joseph A. Skin- 
ner of Holyoke, and Henry H., 
and Fred T. Ley of Springfleld. These 
and others named stand ready to sub. 
acribe to the full amount of the pro- 
posed capital stock of $1,000,000, 

This is in main part a project long 
talked of, though not as an enterprise 
independent of existing railroads, as is 
now proposed, 

The Central Massachusetts division of 
the Boston & Maine makes a wide bend 
to the south as it moves westward from 
Barre Plains, and heads directly toward 
Springtield until Bondville reached, 
only about 15 miles away from here, 

The proposed line would make direct 
connections for this city and Holyoke 
with not only the Central Massachusetts 
and the New London Northern, but in 
the case of Holyoke would also estab- 
lish direct connections with the Athol 
line and points on that line in the north. 
ern part of the state. In so far as the 
proposed line is used for freight it would 
save a large amount of roundabout haul- 
ing which the present situation compels. 

From the terminus near Bondville, 
where connections with three other roads 
are made, the pew road would run di- 
rectly to Chicopee Falls. That village 
would be passed on its southern edges, 
and the road would then go on to Chico- 
pee Center over a route of its own at a 
greater distance from the Chicopee river 
than the present steam line lies, and 
from Chicopee Center it would appa. 
rently follow the Connecticut river bank | 
pretty closely to Hampden park and 
some point near the river to the south 
of the park. In the vicinity of Chicopee 
Falls a branch would extend northwest 
erly to Holyoke, making a road of two 
prongs like a pitchfork whose handle 
ends in connection with three roads 
around Bondville.

The individual reserve standing of local 
national banks, members of the Boston 
clearing house, at present and an week 
ago, is presented in the table given be- 
low. In addition to the legal reserve, 
carried here and in New York (one half 
may stand in the form of deposits with 
the New York correspondent banks), we 
compute what may be called actual re- 
serve at present as indicated by the

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EDITORIAL

TuERE is nothing in which irritation or 
prejudice appears less well than in the way 
in which great questions .of international 
relations are treated, either by governments, 
the press or the aggregation of individuals 
called the public. Therefore it 1s that in 
dealing with the relations of the United 
States with Japan in the far east, we have 
laid upon us the grave duty of calmness

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and fairness. The speeches made on Friday 
night at Tokio by Secretary of War Dickinson and Count Nomura, 
foreign minister of the Mikado’s govetnment, contain assurances of 
good feeling that we must hail with pleasure and accept in the 
spirit in which they were made, as they possess the significance that 
is always given by the words of those in official station. When 
Count Nomura spoke of the forces that try to stir up enmity between 
peoples as “forces for evil” and having “sinister purposes,” he most 
justly and reasonably described the malice that creates and magnifhes 
rumors for the disturbance of the world’s peace. It 1s quite 
unnecessary to show how those forces and that malice may be 
frowned upon and checkmated by a press that can realize that to 
be dispassionate 1s a patriotic duty. 

But to be dispassionate carries with it no duty to be sluggish, 
and to be fair carries with it no obligation to be unmindful of 
discretion. It is with this fact in view that we ought to examine 
the situation in that part of the far east known as the Plulippines, 
and to compare the results of that examination with the words spoken 
at the dinner to our secretary of war. This view, that at this 
moment can be but cursory, can be aided by a letter from our 
responsible correspondent in Manila, printed Saturday last. What- 
ever the personal views of the writer may be, he details certain 
facts that cannot be denied and that array themselves in significance 
against the theory of those that would hold that in the Philippine 
islands our imperative duty is not to show strength and watchfulness. 
It was shown in this communication that on March 27, 1910, two 
Japanese were arrested while trying to obtain plans of the 
fortifications on Corregidor island. There being no law under which 
those accused of this crime of espionage in time of peace could be 
held, shortly after their arrest they were released. It is not 
altogether probable that these gentlemen were merely amateurs with 
a passion for fortifications; there is a chance that their unobtrusive 
patriotism was known to their home government. At all events, 
the Japanese consul saw to it that they were sent to Formosa. An 
incident like this brings to our view in a very lively way certain 
considerations. It brings before us the isolation of the Philippines, 
the constant likelihood of the recurrence of incidents like the one 
at Corregidor, the exposure of -the island in a military sense, the 
inadequacy of our fleets, the absence of a Jaw dealing with spies and 
above all the fact that though we insist on keeping these islands, we 
as steadily decline to protect them. 

We still use locks and bolts; the policeman is still a necessary 
figure in the world, and were the private man to dispense with the 
first or to refuse to bear his share in the maintenance of the second, 
he would be justly regarded as not doing his duty to society as 
it exists today in its imperfect understanding of what is right. 

Within twenty-five years we have emerged trom a pleasant, 
self-contained existence, wherein domestic policies were paramount 
and all sufficient, and party rancor, never very deep in our national 
good nature, was the most active sentiment. We spoke a common 
language, we had a common diet, law and vesture, and much was 
understood between our citizens because so much was common. But 
comes today, the blazing present, and we have stepped upon the wide 


‘boards of the world’s theater, to see strange actors, hear strange 


words and carry ourselves as firmly as the firmest or fail. We 
have taken our place and we can keep it, but only by honesty and 
vigilance. We must make our own plans, form our own policies, 
seek help from none but ourselves and ask none to watch for us. 
But if we cannot watch and be vigilant ourselves, the necessity for 
any watch at all will be taken from us. In the Philippines we are 
confronted with a situation where we can make no compromise 
with facts; if we elect to keep the islands and to defend our title, 
then we must defend it by ceaseless care and wisdom. So far, in 
the opinion of our government, it has felt justified in retaining a 
dependency that in the beginning was the unlooked-for accident of a 
little war. This being so, we must as citizens accept the duties of 
the situation and uphold our government in everything that goes 
to increase our efficient hold upon these islands. We must take 
national views of things, and whether we live at tidewater or a 
thousand miles from it, we must remember that only as the govern- 
ment is upheld and strengthened by the people can it make of a 
situation that was created for it in the far east anything more than 
a humiliating failure.

We have undertaken to govern Hawaii, and if we were governing it 
in stich a way as to call ad protest on the part of humane people 
the sooner the facts were rgade known and remedies were applied the 
better. 

An investigation into the charges made was 
secretary Nagel of the department of commerce and labor, and we 
now have the substance of the report forwarded by the chief in- 
spector in Hawai. From this it would appear that unemployment 
there is neither a condition nor a problem. There are idle persons 
in the islands, but their idleness is due to physical rather than to in- 
dustrial causes. Lhe immigration officers have been at fault in 
permitting to enter the country aliens who should have been excluded. 
These persons have become public charges, and this seems to have 
been made the basis of the assertions alluded to. 

No harm will result from the attention that has been given the 
matter, however, as more stringent tmmigration regulations will 
henceforth be enforced. On the contrary, good must result from 
the knowledge that our government is administering the attairs ot 
Hawau, as of those of our other insular possessions, with intelli- 
gence, Wisdom and a high regard for the welfare of the inhabitants.
